Dr.  Morris  Shirts  is  the  acting 
director,  during  the  absence  of 
Clarence  Tyndall,  who  is  on  leave 
at  Stanford  University,  and  with 


the  help  of  Jack  A.  Hartvigsen, 
assistant  director,  he  .is  super- 
vising the  activities  of  AVA. 

Films  and  Tapes 
Films  for  classroom  use,  Film 
Classics,  and  tape  recordings  of 
assembly  speeches,  are  some  of 
the  services  that  AVA  makes  pos- 
sible to  the  studentbody.  The 
BYU  faculty  uses  three  times  as 
many  films  to  supplement  their 
curriculum  as  does  Indiana  Uni- 
versity, which  is  considered  by 
many  authorities  to  be  the  na- 
tion’s leader  in  audio-visual  aids. 

Film.  Classics  are  presented  ev- 
ery Thursday  afternoon  and  eve- 
ning and  are  designed  .to  give 
students  educational  enlighten- 
ment as  well  as  enjoyment. 

Twenty-one  years  ago,  when 
the  department  was  first  organi- 
zed, there  were  121  reels  of  silent 
film  in  the  AVA  library.  Today 
the  library  contains  1,750  reels 
of  sound  film  and  a glass  slide 
library  of  over  1,960  slides  that 
has  grown  from  almost  nothing. 

Originals  on  File 
Some  of  the  original  silent 
films  are  still  on  file  at  the  AVA 
offices  in  the  Student  Service 
Center.

These  a e some  of  the  accom-  • 
plishments  credited  to  the  Re- 
publican administration: 

End  of  war  in  Korea. 

Less  defense  spending  and  end 
of  ‘‘balanced  forces”  concept 
whereby  money  was  divided  ev- 
enly between  Army,  Navy,  and 
Air  Force. 

Three  hundred  thousand  re- 
duction of‘  government  payroll. 

Total  government  spending  re- 
duced 5.6  billion. 

Inflation  ended  (cost  of  living 
rose  only  0.6  per  cent,  while  in- 
comes increased  3.6  per  cent). 

Vigorous,  “get-tough”  foreign 
policy. 

Ouster  of  suspected  subver- 
sives in  government. 

Definite  Proposals 

But  just  as  important,  the 
President  has  laid  before  Con- 
gres  definite  proposals  for  legis- 
lation to  deal  with  problems  that 
were  not  solved  In  1953.  A year 
of  study  by  committees  preceded 
these  recommendations.  Some  of 
them  are:

By  giving  it  a name  now — 
by  the  time  the  structure  is 
built,  everyone  will  be  used  to 
tiie  designation. 

Fine  Gesture 

Now  this  is  a fine  gesture  and 
we  appreciate  the  interest  of 
those  in  command  as  to  their 
making  sure  that  this  building — 
when  it  is  built — has  a good 
name.  But.  . . 

For  three  years  the  Universe 
has  been  plugging  fo  get  some 
of  the  other  buildings  on  campus 
named — and  to  no  avail.  Why  all 
the  sudden  interest  in  a building 
which  is  probably  years  in  the 
future.  As  it  stands,  the  Physical 
Science,  Student  Service  Center, 
and  Engineering  buildings  are 
still  carrying  “outmoded”  func-

50  students  have  wondered  every 
other,  week  why  there  is  such  a 
body  as  the  Legislative  Council 
on  the  campus. 

Difficult  .lob 

Usually  one  of  the  difficult, 
jobs  the  studentbody  preside® 
has,  is  to  choose  a few  of  the 
left-over  considerations  handled 
previously  by  th»  Executive 
Council  and  present  them  to  the 
Legislative  Council.  There  must 
needs  be  some  clarification  and 
distinction  between  the  work  of 
the  Legislative  and  Executive 
Councils— -with  some  hesponsibili- 
ties  being  given  to  the  Legisla-, 
five  Council.  Otherwise  there  just 
isn’t  much  need  for  students  to 
waste  an  hour  every  other  week. 
It  isn’t  worth  even  that  much, 
time  right  now. 

Might  add  that  the  Executive* 
Council  is  somewhat  aware  of 
this  problem  and  are  open  for 
suggestions.

Seen  For  Papers,  Magazines

Experts  laughed  when  I sat 
down  to  write  the  article  con- 
cerning colored  newspaper  print- 
ing. Now,  as  they  view  the  de- 
luge of  colored  printed  matter — 
some  of  it  in  fluorescent  inks — 
the  laughter  dims. 

There  will  be  some  knowing 
smiles  as  I contemplate  3-D  print- 
ing in  newspapers — but  you 
might  as  well  place  your  order 
now  for  polaroid  glasses  ground 
to  prescription — Three-D  is  here 
to  stay  awhile,  even  though  the 
3-D  motion  picture  death-knell  is 
mingling  with  the  chuckles  of 
those  who  are  getting  in  the  last 
laugh. 

Only  a few  weeks  have  passed 
since  “Institutions  Magazine” 
produced  an  entire  section  of 
fine  - grade  three  - dimensional 
printing.  According  to  the  pub- 
lishers, it  may  well  open  a new 
era  in  printing — and  we  concur. 

Samples  on  Paper 

Already  this  month  in  Provo, 
one  of  the  local  haberdashers  is 
pasting  samples  of  material  on 
advertisements  appearing  in  Es- 
quire. The  object  is  to  let  the 
reader  know  they  have  the  item 
in  stock,  and  how  the  material 
will  look  and  feel. 

The  possibilities  of  this  type 
of  advertising,  although  not  new, 
are  limitless. 

Almost  any  day  now  we  expect 
to  see  some  newspaper  advertise- 
ment appear  in  tym»e  dimnsions 
—and  since  any  two  complement- 
ary colors  can  be  used  (red  and 
blue  are  the  most  common)  the 
combination  of  colors  as  well  as 
perspective  should  add  consider- 
ably to  the  effect  of  the  presen- 


tation. 

Textbooks  in  3-D 

Textbooks  may  also  enter  the 
field  of  3-D  printing,  which 
should  add  somewhat  to  their  in- 
terest. Imagine  the  effect  of  see- 
ing^ reproduction  of  the  human 
brain  in  three  dimensions— on 
Cyrano’s  nose — or  a polydihedetfs 
al  span — or  the  Gold  Plates — or 
how  to  throw  a-  body  block — or'* 
the  Bertillon  system — or  princi-' 
pies  of  aerophotography — or  arti- 
ficial germination — or  a classic 
bust. 

Don’t  be  surprised  if  in  the 
near  future  you  open  a newspa-:.; 
per  and  discover  a “pop-up”  sim- 
ilar to  those  used  in  comic  Valen- 
tines and  Christmas  Cards.  Since 
advertisers  have  already  printed,? 
ads  on  various  materials  other 
than  newsprint,  and  added  per- 
fumes to  the  ink,  possibilities  of 
these  combinations  almost  stag- 
ger the  imagination. 

Graphic  Presentation 

Aside  from  the  technical  hard- 
ships imposed  on  photographer 
and  printer,  three-dimensional^l 
printing  offers  an  exciting  phase ; 
of  graphic  presentation  that  has 
almost  universal  appeal.  And  as 
long  as  the  newspaper  is  in  com-- 
petition  with  colored  and  three- 
dee  television  and  movies,  any- 
thing that  has  appeal  will  be 
given  the  “old  college  try.”  m 

Of  course  these  techniques  will 
offer  challenges  to  the  imagina-  ■ 
tion  and  ingenuity  of  the  pub- 
lishers and  advertisers,  as  well 
as  to  the  producers  of  consumer*^ 
goods.  In  meeting  these  chal-  * 
lenges  will  lie  the  future  of  print- 
ing and  publishing.

Traveling 
with  the  team,  he  not  only  pre- 
sents an  accurate,  on-the-spot  pic- 
ture of  the  game,  but  also  gives 
interesting  sidelights  on  the  dis- 
tant city  and  campus  and  what 
the  players  are  doing  on  their 
trip  besides  playing  ball.
